HOW THE ANCIENTS MEASURED A DAY. 
The first and most obvious division of 
time is the day—the time required for a 
revolution of the earth upon its axis— 
which could not have been a very difficult 
matter to ascertain with sufficient correct­ 
ness. But to mark and fix the time of the 
sun’s apparent revolution through the 
heavens among the stars wa3 a matter of 
so great difficulty that it was not exactly- 
ascertained even at the time of the 
reformation of the calendar iu 15S2 ; 
yet so uniform is the motion of the 
earth in its orbit that the results of modem 
experiments render it next to absolutely 
certain that the time of orbital revolution 
has never varied even the fraction of a 
second. 
In the infancy of astronomy, 
many ingenius expedients were adopted to 
ascertain this and other matters connected 
with the times and motions of the 
planets and other heavenly- bodies, one of 
which may be mentioned even at the risk of 
tediousness. To ascertain the exact time 
of the revolution of the concave of the 
heavens, two vessels were placed over each 
other, the upper filled with water, the 
lower empty. At the moment of the ap­ 
pearing of a certain star above the 
hojpizon, the water was permitted to 
flow from the upper into the lower 
vessel, and the flow was continued until 
the same star appeared the next night, 
when the flow was stopped. The whole 
concave of the heavens had then made one 
revolution. The water which had flowed 
out during this time was then divided into 
twelve equal parts, and smaller vessels 
were made each to hold just one of those 
parts, and on the following evening they 
repeated the operation, filling successively 
six of those vessels, aud noting carefully 
what stars rose above the horizon during 
the time required to fill each of them. 
Each group of stars which rose during the 
time of filling one small vessel was called 
a station or homr of the sun. They then 
postponed operations upon the other half 
of the heavens for six months, when they 
repeated it, and thus divided the path of 
the sun through the whole heavens into 
twelve divisions, to moat of which they gave 
the names of certain animal? ; hence the 
term zodiac, the propriety of which could 
have been seen only by the fertile fancies 
of the childhood of the race. The whole 
ancient method of dividing and naming 
the constellations is to us utterly absurd) 
and is really a hindrance to a knowledge cf 
the stars. —[Popular Science Monthly.

The time, however, has gone by, 
not merely for the emploj ment of such 
sophisms and absurdities, hut for attempts 
to fortify a nineteenth century policy by 
reference to the views of a Jew who lived 
nearly two thousand years ago. 
W hat 
I’aul thought about his ow u times doubt­ 
less possesses interest, hut he was not a 
statesman, and his views on Chinese immi­ 
gration arc in r.o respect more relevant 
and weighty 
than 
those tf 
Confucius 
would he. 
The fact that he really did not 
believe a- the sentimentalists have pre­ 
tended, of course cuts the ground from 
under their feet, inasmuch as they have 
agreed to accept him as an authority. But 
the world has, fortunately, ceased to build 
its legislation or its opinions upon such 
foundations, and has for some time in­ 
sisted that modern circumstances and con­ 
ditions must be dealt with from a modern 
standpoint. 


TH E 
A PPRO PRIA TIO N 
BILL. 


The Committee of Free Conference yes­ 
terday succeeded in rt aching an agreement 
on the disputed items of the appropriation 
bill, and their report was accepted by liotii 
chambers, and the bill as modified passed. 
The Senate rt ceded from its refusal to al­ 
low the salary of the State Kngineer and 
the sum appropriated for the completion 
of 
the irrigation 
inquiry, though 
the 
appropriation for the latter was cut down 
from $80,000 to S'-iO.OOO. 
Several other 
comparatively uniinportaut changes were 
made, concessions being offered by U.th 
sides, and so agreement was made possible. 
It now remains to solve the same problem 
in connection with the tax levy bill, 
and here the difficulties will he very 
much 
greater, 
since there 
is 
a 
dif­ 
ference of over $200,000 on the educa­ 
tional question, and the Scars amendment 
also looms up as a practically hopeless ob­ 
struction. 
Unless that amendment ia 
w ithdiawn the prospect is that no agree­ 
ment can be reached, and it is already cer­ 
tain that no apportionment hill can be 
passed while there remains any doubt on 
this head. 
The Conference Committee 
have gone smoothly enough over the pre­ 
liminary work, hut now they arc getting 
into the hard places, and their task w ill 
be a stiffoue. 
If they reach an agreement 
on the tax levy bill there will have to be 
a very pronounced weakening cn one side 
or the other, and so far there has been n9 
indication of surrender in regard to the 
cardinal points. 


The news of the ratification cf the Chi­ 
nese treaties by the U nited States Senate 
yesterday will be learned with satisfaction 
by the people of California and the Pacific 
coast generally. 
The fact that the ratifi­ 
cation was opposed on the final vote by 
only four Senators, may be regarded as an 
indication th at the Chinese question has 
been making headway a t the East since 
the Commission was seut out by the last 
Administration. 
The actual results of the 
passenger treaty may quite probably prove 
less im portant than has been anticipated, 
but it must he reflected th at it represents 
the adoption by the U nited States of an 
entirely new foreign policy, and 
that 
larger consequences may be expected to 
spring from this modest beginning as pop­ 
ular comprehension of tho issue becomes 
more general. 
It ought not to be' neces­ 
sary to point out-, in answer to the argu­ 
ments cf the class represented by Senator 
Hoar of Massachusetts, th at a policy which 
suited the exigencies of a young, fcchle and 
struggling Government, is by no means 
necessarily’ adapted to the wants of a great 
nation of fifty millions. 
The so-called 
“ fathi rhood of Gcd and brotherhood of 
“ Man” doctiine, which Mr. Hoar has just 
been expounding, is a purely sentimental 
and thoroughly impractical hypothesis. No 
race or nation has ever acted upon it iu 
its broadest sense, and no race or nation 
could so act upon it without endangering 
its future. 
W hether or not the Chinese 
are inclined to migrate in large numbers is 
a question which has been discussed large­ 
ly of late, but after all it is not a question 
of the first importance in this connection. 
The most vital 
consideration 
here 
is 
whether the American people believe in 
the necessity of maintaining an Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, or whether it is a mat­ 
ter of indifference to them how many 
exotie civilizations are grafted upon the 
parent stem. 
Experience has shown that the Chinese 
do not assimilate with us at all, no m atter 
how long they have been with us. 
It 
would be unreasonable to expect th at they' 
should do so, viewing the question from 
their standpoint, for they belong to a much 
older civilization than ours, and one which 
they believe to 
be much 
higher. 
Of 
course we regard this belief of theira as a 
fond delusion, but we cannot eradicate it, 
and the fact involves the necessity of re­ 
garding the presence of the Chinese among 
us from a purely economic aspect. 
I t will 
not do to confound these positions, either. 
We cannot form a rational judgm ent on a 
question of this kind from purely economic 
considerations. 
W e cannot safely con­ 
clude because the C-hinainan is thrifty, 
temperate, industrious, steady’, that there­ 
fore it will he prudent to welcome him 
without any limit as to numbers. 
We 
are all engaged in the making of a nation, 
aud as partakers in the government we are 
all accountable for the character of the na­ 
tion we make. 
Every man who lives on 
American soil ought, in accordance with 
republican principles, to be a freenia’n po­ 
litically. 
Tuere should be no J’ariah class. 
Such a class will, from the very nature of 
the case, he abused, since the tendency of 
power is always toward tyranny, aud since 
nothing hut the equitable distribution ol 
it can protect the individual or the class. 
It is the belief of many careful thinkers 
that this republic has already been endan­ 
gered by the too lavish admission of for­ 
eign elements, and that even when tlure 
is in these elements an assimilative ca¡ a- 
city not found in the Chinese, this rapid 
absorption produces such accessions of po- 
litiealjgnorance as to seriously weaken the 
aggregate intelligence at critical junctures, 
and to seriously strengthen the power of 
demagogues and false leaders. 
The ratifi­ 
cation of the Chinese treaties therefore is 
an indirect hut none the less positive step 
towards the recognition of these apprehen­ 
sions, for it is in effect an admission that 
the nation is warranted in taking precau­ 
tions against the corruption of its blood by 
imprudent recourse to transfusion. 
H ith­ 
erto the doctrine of Senator Hoar has been 
brought forward whenever it was suggested 
that we might be running grave risks by- 
cheapening American citizenship too much, 
and tho sentimentalists have declared that 
it w as somehow our mission to seive as a 
Cave of Aduilam to the world, and to wel­ 
come to our arms the. discontented and the 
embarrassed of all nations. 
Scriptural 
readers should remember that w hen David 
¡ had once obtained power he discarded the 
devices by which he had gained adherents 
during his adversity, and the parallel will 
apply with force to national affairs. 
We believe that the ratification of these 
treaties marks the adoption of a much 
higher, more patriotic aud enlightened 
policy than has obtained hitherto, and we 
hope th at it indicates the practical aban­ 
donment of 
the 
sentimental 
nonsense 
which has played so conspicuous a part in 
national a tion on cognate subjects iu the 
past. 
It is not necessary to demand 
• America for the Americans,” for each a 
shibboleth, in view of the composite char­ 
acter of this nation, would he absurd. 
But it is not absurd to propose that Amer­ 
ica should he kept for those who arc 
willing and able to grasp and accept the 
civilization which has been set up here, 
and that those who are unwilling or inca­ 
pable should lie excluded. 
There is no 
possible danger henceforth of a lack of 
citizen*. 
If immigration should finally 
ecase to-morrow the continent would be 
peopled quite as rapidly as is safe or desir­ 
able. 
We do not need the Chinese iu an 
industrial sense, and wc cannot afford to 
have them here iu a political sense. 
That 
is what the treaty means, and it is well 
that the Senate has at last recognized the 
truth and acted upon it.

ruption which exists, if suffered to in- ■ 
crease, certainly may cause us to “ shoot i 
N iagara/’ as Carlyle has it.

that corruption, nor eau it carry the coun­ 
try clear of the evils which th at corrup­ 
tion engenders. 
The first hopeful indica­ 
tion in such a case as ours is a disposition 
to recognize the reality and seriousness of 
the dangers w hich confront us. 
Optimism 
at Euch a time ¡3 worse than folly ; it is 
treason to the best interests of the nation. 
No evils were ever cured by pretend­ 
ing that 
they’ did 
not 
exist. 
No 
failure of institutions ever was remedied by- 
denying it. 
We do not think it cau he 
seriously doubtedthat insorne im portant re­ 
spects universal suffrage and the machinery- 
founded upon it have produced extremely 
mischievous results. 
If universal suffrage 
has to loe endured, it is none the less 
necessary to seek remedies for these evils, 
and the first step to be taken is to admit 
them. 
The most damaging criticism of 
defective institutions is the most salutary 
treatm ent they can rtieive. 
If a thing is 
working wrong, the patriotic method is to 
point out that it is workiug wrong, and to 
ask how its operation can be amended. Only 
fools and ostriches hide their heads iu 
the sand and imagine that because their 
eyes are blinded the outside world has 
ceased to exist.

It is, of course, evi­ 
dent to the impartial observer that there 
is a good deal of truth on both sides. 
Henry George speaks truly when he says 
that a government of thieves has been 
made possible by 
democratic 
institu­ 
tions, 
and 
that great 
corruption 
is 
one of the corroliaries of 
our politics 
at pioseut. 
The journals which differ 
from him speak the truth when they say 
that there is a higher average of compe­ 
tence in the United States than anywhere 
else. 
But it «loes not follow because there 
is great corruption that we are on the 


The losa of the English sloop-of-war 
Dotterel is still a mystery, though the 
latest accounts indicate th at it was not 
caused by a torpedo in the water, hut by 
an explosion occurring on hoard. 
No 
doubt, however, it is difficult to establish 
even so much with accuracy, for when a 
vessel is torn asunder by a great explo­ 
sion, and sinks instantly, as in this case, 
it must be almost impossible for the sur­ 
vivors to locate the cause of the disaster, 
or even to say with any positiveness 
whether it was inside or outside the ship. 
An explosion in the coal bunkers, commu­ 
nicated to the magazine, would have de­ 
stroyed the Dotterel as she was destroyed. 
A torpedo would have produced the same 
general effects. 
The probability is that 
the exact tru th may never be ascertained, 
f jr of course the handful of survivors can 
ouly guess at the origin of the explosion, 
and if there were really torpedoes adrift 
iu the neighborhood the government to 
which they belonged will be very apt to 
repudiate them, lest it should be’ called 
upon to pay the damages.

RATIFICATION 
OF 
TREATIES— DISr.VTCH 
OF 
BUSINESS. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 5th.—The .Senate trans­ 
acted a retnarkahly large amount of business 
in executive session to-day, clearing the cal­ 
endar of the treaties and also taking iiual 
action on six nominations in about four 
and a haif hours. 
Thu first matter dis­ 
posed of was the Chinese immigration treaty, 
which, after a continuation of yesterday’s 
debate, lasting three hours, hut developing no 
fresh points of interest, was ratified without 
amendment by a ; radically unanimous vole, 
there being i illy three Senators recorded in 
the negative. 
The 
Chinese commercial 
treaty, after a brief discussion, was aleo rat­ 
ified without amendment, and substantially 
without opposition. 
Proceeding with the 
calendar of treaties, the Senate next ratified 
with quick succession the extradition treaty 
with the United States of Colombia, the 
consular convention with Italy, modifying 
aid defining the judicial powers of certain 
Consulates, tho convention with Morocco 
respecting the taxation prerogatives of the 
Moorish Government aud the treaty with 
Japan, prescribing the reciprocal duties of 
the Japanese and United States Govern­ 
ments in cases of shipwrecks upon their re­ 
spective coasts.

In fact Senator Miller, who reopened the 
debate to-day, did not tliink it worth while 
to make any answer to Hoar’s speech of yes­ 
terday, but confined his additional remarks 
mainly to an elucidation of ihe meaning of 
the term “ laborers,” as used in the treaty, 
and to a demonstration that the treaty does 
not confer upon the Chinamen any rights of 
naturalization. 
.Senator Farley also made a brief but 
forcible speech, iu which he likewise showed 
that there Í3 nothing in tho “ naturalization” 
objection to this treaty, and then, by a w<-11- 
framed sketch of the eviis of Cificesc immi­ 
gration, proceeded to justify tho apprehen­ 
sions of the people of the l ’acifie coast and 
their demand for early and practical action 
on the part of the Etderal Government to 
afford them relief. 
No amendments were offered, and when 
finally the vote was taken on the question of 
ratifying the treaty there weie only two Sen­ 
ators recorded in the negative, One of them 
was Hoar of Massachusetts. Tho other is 
said to have been his colleague, Dawes, or, 
by another report, Hawley of Connecticut. 
The Chinese commercial treat}’, which was 
next taken up, met with some little opposi­ 
tion from Hoar, on the ground that its pro­ 
visions about trials in mixed Courts in Uliina 
are not as favorable for our citizens os those 
of the existing treaty, but under the pressure 
of a brief explanation of the subject by 
Miller, aud some cogent questions as to 
whether he desired to maintsiu the opium 
t'affi;-, he abandoned his opposition, and the 
lieaty was thereupon speedily ratified. 
General Miller received many congratula­ 
tion-' from his brother Senators 
upon the 
effective and altogether admirable manner in 
which he has conducted his efforts to obtain 
favorable action in these important matters 
to a triumphant issue. To him more than 
any other man is due the breaking < f the 
Senatorial deadlock, which threatened to de­ 
feat the treaties by non action, and to him, 
¡.Iso, unquestionably belongs the honor cf 
having borne the laboring oar throughout the 
whole progress of the treaties through the 
Senate 
It is due to Senator Farley to note, like­ 
wise, that by refraining from any attempt to 
amend the treaties, and by actively dis­ 
couraging all symptoms of opposition among 
his Democratic colleagues yesterday and to­ 
day, he greatly facilitated their finai ratifica­ 
tion. 
The confirmation of Messrs, Soaulding, 
Watson and Harteon, as Assistant Treasurer, 
N a v a l Officer and Internal Kevenue Collector 
at San Francisco, were all effected this after­ 
noon by unanimous consent, end their com­ 
missions will be prepiared for them. 
The President’:! withdrawal of all the im­ 
portant p-endii’g nominations forN ew Y oik 
except that of J u d g e Robertson, has excited 
much comment, and is likely to become an 
engrossing topic of discussion in political cir­ 
cles for some days. The universal interpre­

HEROIC 
SACRIFICE. 


Near 1’ittsbnrp, March 24th, two work­ 
men on the Baltimore and Ohio Road gave 
a wonderful evidence of their fidelity, de­ 
liberately choosing death to themselvus in 
order to protect the lives of a hundred 
others who were in the cars of the com­ 
pany. 
About 2:30 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, 
John Sullivan and 
his brother 
Michael were at work on the track near 
Demmier Station. 
John Sullivan avas the 
section boss of the subdivision between 
McKeesport and Port Perry, and ho had 
made a tour along the track to see if every­ 
thing was in proper condition. 
He found 
a rail tiiat avas not quite straight ; so he 
and his brother took a heavy truckm an’s 
crowbar, and lifted the rail up to straighten 
it. 
While they avere busily at work the 
afternoon accommodation train bound east, 
with a heavy load of passengers, came 
along. 
There was a curve just below the 
place' avherc the men w ere avorking, and 
they did not see the train until it was 
almost 
upon 
them. 
They 
took 
in 
the situation at a glance. 
The rail w hieh 
they had been fixing was lifted up, and the 
huge crowbar was wedged tightly in such 
a position that the train would certainly be 
thrown from the track unless the bar was 
removed. 
On one side of the track was a 
hill, and on the other a steep bank running 
down to the river, so if the train was 
thrown 
from 
the track 
while 
under 
a full headway of steam, there would 
undoubtedly be an appalling loss of life. 
Tho nten seized the bar and began fran­ 
tically to pull and tw ist it about. 
The 
engineer of t"he train saw them, but could 
ro t stop. 
He says that their efforts to 
free the crowbar and loaver the rail were 
frantic aud like the workings of madmen, 
and they seemed to forget their own dan­ 
ger. 
The bar was loosened ami the rail 
lowered just as the train reached* it, but 
the men who had done so nobly paid dear­ 
ly for their daring. 
The engine struck 
them and 
killed 
John instantly, aud 
mangled Michael so frightfully that he 
died in a short time. 
The men were mar­ 
ried and leave families.

They have attem pted to make the 
correct use of language rather than the an­ 
alysis of sentences the principal object of 
school work, and to substitute practical 
illustrations of tiie principles of grammar 
in place of abstract rules and definitions. 
To obtain hotter results from the reading 
classes, fresh supplementary reading has 
been introduced in the schools, and avith 
exceliect effect. 
In their efforts to dis­ 
courage shams and cramming, the authori­ 
ties have abolished daily marking in all 
the schools, have reduced the written tests 
one-half, and have encouraged teachers to 
determine the value of their instruction by 
D isability of the pupils to master princi­ 
ples rather than to repeat definitions or 
solve puzzles. 
AUogetner the record of 
the past year in Portland is a good one, 
and is commended to the consideration of 
other cities.

Two wills are pre­ 
sented in Court. 
T he first was executed 
Ju ly 28, 1877, and by it the estate would be 
distributed ati ong smi.e sixteen legatees. 
A 
codicil to this w ill is dated A ugust 3, 1878, 
which changes the instrum ent by leaving out 
one of the previous legatees. 
The signature 
to the original w ill was era-ed by drawing a 
per. several tim es across a:.d through it ; but 
the 
signature 
to 
the codicil 
still 
re­ 
mains. 
On the 
8 1i of 
December, 
1878, 
another complete w ill ivas drawn .and signed 
by Mr. Hayden. antl;M. :¡pd by-three person* 
as witnesses. 
In this w ill the original signa­ 
ture af the testator, as abo those of the w it­ 
nesses, are erased in the same manner as 
above, and a foot-note in the handwriting of 
the testator is added, in these words : 
“ I 
hereby make this document null and void, 
with the intention of revising and correcting 
it at some convenient time.* (8«1.) 
C. C. 
H ayden.” 
There were no witnesses to this 
new date, but the writing bears the impress 
of having been done some lim e a Fter the 
previous w riting, as ho had som ewhat recov­ 
ered from the trem bling condition of bis hand 
w' ioh existed from a stroke of paralysis at 
the ti ne tin w ill was 
lirsj; made. 
After 
Mr. H ayden’s death this will, in this condi­ 
tion, and the preceding one us above de­ 
scribed, w\-re found among his private pjpers. 
It is contended by those who support the 
first w ill that he was not in sound mental 
condition when he made the subsequent one, 
and that therefore the last instrument does 
not revoke the first. 
Those representing the 
heirs-at-law claim, tir.»t, that the will first 
executed is not valid, because it was revoked 
by the testator by hi- canceling the signa­ 
ture, and that that cancellation also effects 
a cancellation of 
the codicil, leaving the 
whole inoperative, and that this leaves the 
estate the same as if no w ill had beeu ex­ 
ecuted. 
The healing of the case will he re­ 
sumed to-day.
